Before the special meeting an an- 
nonymous pamphlet was circulated | 
throughout the town entitled “The 
Truth about the State School.” Whether 
it was intentional or not many of the} 
alleged facts and truths were far from} 
being facts and truths. There are a} 
number of extravagant statements about 
what the State proposes to do, what it 
agrees Lo pay, ete., withoul any mention 
of the person committing the State to 
such payments and agreements. There 
is grave doubt whether anyone save the | 
Governor of this Commonwealth would 
have authority to bind the State to 
anything as definite as the agreements | 
mentioned in the pamphlet. 

The Board of Public Works is well 
qualified to give anyone interested the 
facts regarding the cost of building a| 
reservoir and pipe line to provide facil- 
ities for such an extensive program as a} 
new State school would require. It may | 
be true that the new reservoir would be | 
of supplying the Franciscan | 
Seminary and many West Andover} 
residents with water, but no revenue 
can be obtained from this source until 
pipe lines have been extended to these |

town of such extensions. 

The pamphlet makes further state- 
ments of the great amount of work 
which would be given to Andover resi- 
dents, whieh is a very worthy argument, 
except that it is probably not as true as | 
the great majority of the town would} 
like it to be.

It 
was Dr. Kline’s intention to have in 
West Andover the type of institution 
that is now operated in Wrentham, and | 
there are citizens of Andover at present | 
who formerly lived in Wrentham who 
will be glad Lo testify as to the benelits 
and detriments to that town because of 
the location there of a school for the} 
feeble-minded., 

It is true that Phillips academy paid a 
sum of money to the Commonwealth, 
but this was done at the request of Dr. 
Kline after he had decided to abandon 
the proposal. Having spent the money 
for this new project, Dr. Kline’s depart- | 
ment was without the funds for the 
acquisition of a new location. The con- 
tribution was made to help Dr. Kline 
out of this predicament.

“Tt may be worth while asking whether 
public officials read letters pertaining to pend- 

ng legislation, and if they do, with what 
result Mrs. Roosevelt has summar- 
ized the situation accurately.
